Boys and girls, here is the second appearance of your Smoke Signals! This is the Indian 
trail along which we travel together-— learning where the Indian hunted and fought, how 
he lived and died, and the customs and beliefs he observed in daily life. Slip on your 
moccasins, string your bow, and let's begin tracking down information! 



INDIAN PIPES Every schoolboy knows 

that the Indian was the 
first to grow and smoke tobacco. It was from 
the redman that the first Europeans learned 
the habit. Do youxemember the story of how 
Sir Walter Raleigh, when he smoked a pipe 
in London, so startled a servant, who thought 
he was on fire, that the servant immediately 
doused him with water? 

Well, every Indian tribe 
had its own type of pipe, The woodlands In- 
dians used long straight pipes, but the Plains 
Indians used a more conventional form of 
pipe, with the bowl attached to the straight 
shaft* These wooden pipes were often beau- 
tifully carved and painted. Some were hung 
with wampum, beads, or rawhide pieces 
worked with dyed porcupine quills. 

The peace pipe has come 
down to us in an everyday saying* The In- 
dians called it the calumet. It was their cus- 
tom, when negotiating a truce or treaty after 
a war, or to prevent a war from breaking out. 
to sit about in a circle and smoke this peace 
pipe* They drew in slowly, and puffed the 
smoke out to the north, south, east and west, 
to the sky and at the ground, to -propitiate 
all the spirits and tall them to sit in witne 
to the impending talks. 

Aside from such a ceremonial use, how- 
ever, the Indian used his tobacco pip.e just 
as men today use their pipes, for personal 
pleasure. 

OSCEOLA Osceola was a great Indian 

chief of the Seminole tribe 
whose fame is little known today, except in 
Florida, where he made his great stand 
against the United States army — a war that 
lasted longer than any in our history. Bon 
in 1804, his father was a white trader and 
his mother a Seminole princess. Osceola 
quickly came to poller among his people. 
Known far and wide as a warrior, he soon 
showed great qualities of stat^f*"' 3 ft -md Hat- 
tie strategy. 



When his wife was captured 
and sold into slavery, Osceola turned bitterly 
against all whites, so that when the govern* 
rnent ordered the transfer of the Seminoles 
from Florida to west of the Mississippi, he 
refused to go. The war itself was fought in 
the swamps and Everglades country of Flor- 
ida, lasting for nine years, and ended only 
when Osceola was captured while he carried 
a truce flag. With his capture, and subse- 
quent death in prison, the Seminole War 
came to an end, 

INDIAN MUSIC Most people do not real- 

ize that the Indians were 
a musical people. We know, of course, about 
some of their dances, and their drums and 
rattles, but these are only two types of in- 
struments. Actually, they used flutes and 
whistles, and one tribe of Indians even in- 
vented a sort of crude violin! 

To give them the rhythm 
lor their many feast dances such as the False 
Face Dancing, the Great Feather Dance, a 
great number of War Dances — in all, the 
Iroquois had over thirty different types of 
dances! — the Five Nations used several types 
A drums, a large number of gaily decorated 
rattles, and Dutes. 

Their drums were fash- 
ioned of wood and hide stretched tightly 
over one or both openings. The smaller hand 
drum could be carried from spot to spot by 
a thong looped around the neck of the drum- 
mer. The larger two-handed drum was placed 
on the ground and played by several drum- 
mers at once as they sat around it. Also used 
was a water drum, a drum partially filled 
with water and then sealed by tight animal 
skin. : 

Indian rattles were mads 
from bark, rawhide, or wood, depending on 
which tribe made them. They were partially 
filled with pebbles or bits of wood so that 
when shaken, they gave off a rhythmic 
sound. Painted in bright colors, they were 
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important features of the music-making of 
every tribe* Small rattles were also worn by 
the dancers themselves. These rattles could 
be made of turtle shells, and were banded at 
knees and arms so that as they danced* the 
Indians also made music for themselves. 

Cane, wood and clay 
flutes were made, some of which were elab- 
orately carved and hung with bright feath- 
ers. 

Whistles were made of 

bone, reed and wood- Like the flutes, whis- 
tles were often used when Ijtdian youths 
went courting the maidens. 

Apaches invented a two- 
stringed violin, but this seems to be of late 
origin, so that it may have been copied from 
the white men. 

COUP STICKS The Plains Indians car- 
ried long and gaily dec- 
orated sticks of wood that looked like lances 
without points. These were their coup sticks, 
a sort of Indian badge-sash, for it was on 
these coup sticks that the Indian warriors 
carried a record of their brave deeds. Certain 
types of feathers, and the manner in which 
they were cut or dyed, told a story of some 
act of heroism. 

War was like a game to 
the Indians, If a warrior touched a living 
enemy with his hand, it counted two coups. 
If he touched him with a bow or coup stick, 
three coups, and for running his lance into 
an enemy, he earned four coups! They were 
very zealous in gathering these coups. Just 
as a modern-day aviator becomes an ace by 
bagging so many enemy planes, so the In* 
dian warrior also became an "ace" by accu- 
mulating four or more coups. And it was on 
the coup stick that each warrior kept his 
record of such deeds — much as ace aviators 
have the silhouettes of enemy planes they 
have shot down stenciled on the fuselages of - 
their planes. 

Wrapped with rawhide 
and painted in red and black, with the coup 
feathers fluttering from both ends and along 
the shaft, these coup sticks added to the color 
of the Plains Indian. As he galloped along 
to a powwow, his feathered headdress and 
feathered coup stick fluttering in the wind, 
he was a regal figure. 

Similar to the coup stick 
in appearance was the ceremonial lance, 
which was used from time to time in certain 
ceremonies. 

The eagle staff was a long 
stick that held a rawhide sheath to which 
was sewn a great number of dyed and tufted 
feathers. Great chiefs carried these as sym- 
bols of their office. 



INDIAN TRAILS One of the most fam- 
ous of the Indian trails 
—and one which we Still use today (though 
now it is a smoothly paved road) is the Mo- 
hawk Trail, which runs from middle New 
York around the old Iroquois village of Co- 
najoharie, eastward into New England. By 
this path went the Five Nations* warriors 
when they wore the red and black streaks 
of war paint. 

Lesser known today, 
but very famous during the time of the 
American Revolution and before it, in colo- 
nial times, was the Kittanning* Path, that 
went from Philadelphia to Ohio, passing by 
what is now the City of Pittsburgh. The sec- 
ond great trail used by the Five Nations was 
the Great Iroquois Trail, which went west- 
ward from Conajoharie to Niagara Falls. It 
was along this path that runners carried 
news of war or peace to the member nations 
of the Confederacy, 

Nemacolin's Path went 
from the Valley of the Potomac to Fort 
Duquesne. 

The Warriors Path 
crisscrossed parts of what is now Virginia, 
Ohio, North and South Carolina, West Vir- 
ginia, Tennessee, Kentucky, and Pennsyl- 
vania, It was probably the largest and long- 
est trail of all, and even its branch trails such 
as the War Trail of the Nations, which later 
became the Wilderness Road, grew to lasting 
fame. This great pathway moved through the 
lands of the Cherokee, Miami, Shawnee, Hu- 
ron, Delaware, Creek, and Seneca. Before the 
coming of the white man, bands of warring 
Indians went north and south, east and west 
across its narrow, hard packed dirt. 

The I ake Shore Trail 
ran between Fort Detroit and Presque Isle. 
The Scioto War Trail joined the lands of 
Shawnee and Cherokee. It was over this trail 
that war parties descended into Kentucky on 
scalping forays, during the American Revo- 
lution, when British gold bought American 
scalps. Men like Daniel Boone and Simon 
Kenton traveled this narrow pathway many 
times. 

Further west, along 
the Great Plains, where everything lay open 
under the sky, there was little need for trails. 
Here where the grasses rippled gently under 
a pleasant wind, all the land lay open for 
hundreds of miles on all sides. 

Only in the north, be* 
tween Montana and Canada, where there are 
mountains and wooded tracts of land, was 
there a need for a trail. Here we find the 
great Old North Trail, It was along this 
trail that the Blackf eet migrated in and out 
of the United States and Canada.
